The  N-Ray  Department  has  been  working  successfully 
under  Dr.  R.  E.  Roberts,  M.D.,  D.M.R.E.  (Honorary  Con¬ 
sulting  Radiologist),  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
considerable  developments  will  be  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  Radium. 

The  Committee  hopes  that  it  will  be  found  possible  to 
establish  a  Radium  Institute  in  connection  with  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  for  which  there  is  a  big  demand  in  Liverpool  and 
district. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  agreed  that  when 
a  sufficient  stock  of  Radium  has  been  acquired  it  shall  be 
at  the  service  of  all  the  Hospitals  and  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district.  (The  various  Hospitals,  it  is  agreed,  shall 
be  represented  on  the  Committee  that  controls  the  use  of 
the  Radium,  &c.)

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ANNUAL,  GENERAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Liverpool  Hospital  for  Cancer  and  Skin  Diseases  was  held 
on  Thursday,  the  14th  February,  1929,  in  the  Liverpool 
Town  Hall,  where  the  Lord  Mayor  (Alderman  H.  M. 
Miller),  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Lady  Mayoress, 
presided  over  a  numerous  and  representative  gathering  of 
Governors  and  others  interested  in  the  institution. 


LIVERPOOL’S  LACK  OF  RADIUM. 
SCHEME  TO  ESTABLISH  A  RADIUM  CENTRE. 

The)  Lord  Mayor,  in  opening  the  proceedings -said  :  My 
Lady  Mayoress,  Colonel  Lloyd,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I 
think  time  is  fully  up,  and  we  can  now  start -right  away. 
My  first  duty  is  to  formally  move  the  adoption  of  the 
Report,  which,  I  believe,  has  been  duly  circulated,  and  I 
will  ask  Colonel  LJoyd  to  second  the  motion. 

Colonel  Lloyd  said  :  My  Lord  Mayor,  my  Lady 
Mayoress,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  in  seconding  the  proposal 
before  the  meeting  I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to 
the  large  increase  of  out-patients.  You  will  notice  that  last 
year  we  had  36,916  as  against  31,531  the  year  before,  which 
was  an  increase  of  5,400  on  the  previous  year,  when  the 
number  of  out-patients  was  27,880.  As  you  all  know,  we  had 
great  difficulty  to  accommodate  them  in  our  out-patients’ 
department.  The  place,  when  it  was  first  taken  over  as  the 
Liverpool  Cancer  Hospital  for  Cancer  and  Skin  Diseases 
sixty  odd  years  ago,  was,  of  course,  quite  sufficient  so  far 
as  accommodation  was  concerned,  but  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  out-patients  has  made  it  impossible  now  to 
carry  on  our  work  as  we  would  like  to  do,  and  your  Com¬ 
mittee  feel  that  they  are  compelled  to  enlarge  the  premises. 

Some  two  years  ago  we  called  together  some  of  the 
leading  medical  men  of  Liverpool,  and  put  before  them  a 
suggestion,  emanating  from  your  Committee,  for  starting, 
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in  connection  with  our  hospital,  a  Radium  Centre  for 
Liverpool,  as  such  an  establishment  is  non-existent.  The 
idea  was  unanimously  accepted  by  these  medical  gentlemen, 
who  expressed  the  view  that  it  would  be  a  great  boon  to 
Liverpool,  as  at  present  all  radium  patients — and  I  think  it 
is  a  scandal  to  Liverpool — have  to  be  sent  to  Manchester 
for  treatment. 

Last  year  we  intended  to  issue  an  appeal  for  radium, 
but  as  the  Empire  Cancer  Research  United  Appeal  was  then 
being  made,  the  then  Lord  Mayor  (Councillor  Miss 
Margaret  Beavan)  advised  our  Committee  that  the  two 
appeals  for  radium  and  funds  to  carry  on  other  cancer 
research  work  could  not  go  on  in  the  city  at  the  same  time 
with  the  help  of  the  Town  Hall.  She  advised  us  to  with¬ 
draw  our  appeal  for  the  time  being,  and  to  leave  it  over 
until  this  year,  and  by  so  doing  to  be  able  to  get  a  percentage 
from  the  Cancer  Research  Committee.  Well,  they  have 
already  paid  us  £3,040,  and  we  expect  much  more. 

We  though  it  advisable,  as  we  were  starting  this  radium 
centre, -to  have  an  Advisory  Committee,  of  which  you  all 
see  the  names  on  the  Report  before  you.  That  Advisory 
Committee'  consists  of  a  representative  from  each  of  the 
large  hospitals  in  Liverpool  and  also  from  the  University. 
Several  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Committee  have  been 
held,  and  your  Committee,  through  their  recommendation 
have  ordered  radium  to  the  extent  of  about  £3,000,  which 
is  all  the  money  we  have  at  present. 

Next  month  we  are  sending  out  our  appeal  for  radium. 
It  is  a  serious  thing  when  you  consider  that  there  is  no 
radium  institute  in  Liverpool,  and  that  patients  requiring 
radium  have  to  go  either  to  London  or  Manchester  for 
Treatment.  The  establishment  of  a  radium  centre  in 
Liverpool  will  be  an  advantage  to  all  the  hospitals.  Instead 
of  each  hospital  having  a  small  quantity  of  its  own,  the  idea 
is  to  concentrate  it  under  one  roof,  and  that  both  the  hospi¬ 
tals  and  all  medical  men  will  have  access  to  it  in  accordance 
with  arrangements  which  we  will  make  through  our 
Advisory  Committee.  (“  Hear,  hear  ”  and  Applause). 

Now,  I  hope  that  when  our  appeal  for  radium  goes  out 
we  shall  have  a  ready  response.  (“  Hear,  hear  ”).  I  notice 
in  the  paper  that  two  gentlemen  in  London  have  just  given 
a  gramme  of  radium  to  the  London  Cancer  Hospital,  and

a  gramme  costs  £12,000.  Can  we  get  some  of  the  citizens 
of  Liverpool  to  follow  the  example  of  those  two  London 
gentlemen,  and  put  us  in  a  satisfactory  position  in  that 
respect  here?  (Applause).  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in 
seconding  the  proposition  that  the  report  be  adopted. 
(Applause). 


The  Lord  Mayor  :  Has  anyone  any  remarks  to  make, 
or  any  questions  to  ask;  before  I  put  the  motion  to  the 
meeting? 

Neither  questions  nor  comments  being  forthcoming  the 
motion  was  submitted  to  the  meeting,  and  unanimously 
agreed  to. 


THE  FINANCIAL  ASPECT. 

INCREASED  SUPPORT  REQUIRED. 

The  Lord  Mayor  :  I  will  now  ask  the  Honorary- 
Auditor  to  deal  with  the  Statement  of  Accounts. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Mans  suer  (representing  the  Hon.  Auditors,. 
Messrs.  Langton  and  McConnell)  :  My  Lord  Mayor,  my 
Lady  Mayoress,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  have  been  asked 
to  move  the  adoption  of  the  Accounts,  in  the  absence  of 
your  Treasurer,  through  illness,  and  in  doing  so  it  is- 
necessary  for  me  to  refer  to  the  new  form  in  which  the 
figures  are  this  year  presented  to  you.  In  conformity  with 
the  request  from  the  Hospital  Councils  the  Committee  of 
the  Liverpool  Hospital  for  Cancer  and  Skin  Diseases  agreed 
to  adopt  the  uniform  system  of  accounts  and  now  present 
for  the  first  time  an  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  and 
a  Balance  Sheet.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the 
Securities  held  by  the  Hospital  have  been  accumulated  over  * 
a  long  period  of  years  in  many  cases  by  specific  gifts  and 
in  other  cases  by  purchase  from  restricted  legacies  it  has 
been  thought  unwise  to  attempt  a  valuation  of  the  assets 
held  prior  to  January  1st.  1928,  though  capitalisations  made 
during  1928  are  shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  added  to  as  and  when  opportunity  occurs.  I 
will  return  to  the  Balance  Sheet  in  a  moment  and  consider 
the  Income  and  Expenditure  account  in  the  first  place.  Jt 
will  be  observed  that  the  Voluntary  Gifts  are  this  year 
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about  £470  below  the  previous  year,  Central  Funds  £413 
less,  and  unrestricted  Legacies  £434  less,  and  receipts  from 
Services  rendered  about  £170,  while  interest  from  Invested 
Property  is  £55  up.  Thus  the  total  receipts  on  General 
Fund  are  £1,416  less  than  the  previous  year. 


There  are  two  explanations  which  may  account  to  some 
extent  for  this  falling  off.  The  first  and  possibly  most 
potent  was  the  great  appeal  by  the  British  Empire  Cancer 
Campaign  Committee  as  a  result  of  which  a  certain  sum  has 
been  received  which  has  been  earmarked  and  so  not  included 
in  the  General  Funds,  and  a  secondary  possible  explanation 
may  be  in  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  our  excess  of 
income  was  extraordinarily  high. 


The  expenditure  has  been  consistent  with  other  years 
except  in  two  or  three  particulars,  viz.,  in  1927  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  expenditure  on  X-Ray  installation  was  incurred 
and  there  is  thus  a  saving  in  the  Surgery  and  Dispensary 
group  of  £565.  On  the  other  hand  the  renewals  and 
repair  of  Bedding,  Furniture,  etc.,  were  much  heavier  in 
1928  entailing  an  increase  under  this  heading  of  Domestic 
of  £250,  and  repairs  to  the  building  have  increased  by  over 
£260.  Our  total  expenditure  has  been  £6060/6/6  against 
£6295/8/1  the  previous  year,  and  the  net  result  on  the 
General  Fund  is  a  reduction  of  the  deficit  by  £494/1/9. 


Turning  now  to  the  balance  sheet,  issued  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  It  will  be  seen  that  in 
addition  to  the  receipts  shown  on  General  Fund,  a  Legacy 
of  £1,000  for  Endowment  of  a  Bed,  and  a  Legacy  of  £100 
War  Loan  Scrip  has  been  received.  The  Building  and 
Equipment  Fund  has  been  increased  bv  the  addition  of  the 
Bank  Interest  received,  and  a  sum  of  £3,040  received  from 
the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  has  been  set  aside  to 
provide  the  nucleus  of  a  fund  specifically  devoted  to  the 
purchase  of  Radium  and  its  necessary  equipment  about 
which  you  will  doubtless  hear  more  from  those  more  quali¬ 
fied  than  I  to  speak  of  its  necessity. 


-  It  will  be  noted  that  in  spite  of  the  excess  income  of 
the  past  two  years  there  is  still  a  deficiency  on  General  Fund 
Account  of  £7123/19/3. 
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During  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the  £1,100  War 
Stock  mentioned,  a  further  £500  War  Stock  has  been 
purchased  (from  an  unrestricted  Legacy)  and  this  £1,600 
War  Stock  at  cost  is  the  item  which  appears  on  the  assets 
side  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

It  only  remains  for  me  on  behalf  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer 
to  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  helped  in  the  work  and 
to  formally  move  that  the  accounts  as  now  presented  be 
hereby  approved,  passed  and  adopted.  (Applause).

THE  USE  OF  RADIUM. 

ENGLAND  LAGGING  BEHIND  OTHER 

COUNTRIES. 

The  Lord  Mayor  :  The  next  business,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  is  the  moving  of  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  donors 
and  subscribers  to  the  Hospital,  and  it  will  be  proposed 
by  Dr.  MacKenna. 


Dr.  R.  W.  MacKenna  :  My  Lord  Mayor,  My  Lady 
Mayoress,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  have  very  much  pleasure 
in  rising  to  propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  donors  and  sub¬ 
scribers.  Some  of  them  are  very  old  friends,  and  we 
thank  them  for  their  loyal  support  for  so  many  years.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  of  them  are  new-comers,  and  the  new 
subscribers  we  thank  for  what  they  did  last  year;  we  wel¬ 
come  them  to  the  list  of  subscribers,  and  hope  that,  having 
discovered  the  Liverpool  Hospital  for  Cancer  and  Skin 
Diseases,  and  the  great  work  it  is  doing,  they  will  continue 
to  give,  not  only  in  1929,  but  in  the  years  to  come.  (“Hear, 
hear  ”  and  Applause.)  Every  donor  to  the  Liverpool  Hos¬ 
pital  for  Cancer  and  Skin  Diseases  is  in  some  sense  a 
good  fairy,  because  he  or  she  supplies  the  essential  life¬ 
blood,  without  which  the  work  of  the  Hospital  could  not 
possibly  be  carried  on — (“  hear,  hear  ”) — and  every  donor 
and  every  subscriber  may  rest  assured  of  this,  that  any 
money  given  to  the  Liverpool  Cancer  Hospital  is  adminis¬ 
tered  carefully.  And,  while  it  brings  relief  of  incalculable 
value  to  many  a  poor  sufferer  from  cancer  sitting  lonely 
in  the  shadows  of  the  valley  of  death,  it  also  assures  for 
other  sufferers  from  that  dreadful  disease  efficient  medical 
and  surgical  skill,  and  highly  efficient  and  very  gentle  nurs¬ 
ing.  And,  in  addition,  it  brings  the  means  of  relief  to 
many  a  poor  sufferer,  tormented  by  skin  disease,  which 
otherwise  wouid  not  be  available.  (“  Hear,  hear.”)  Every 
person  who  subscribes  to  the  Hospital  is  a  benefactor  to 
the  community,  whether  he  is  a  rich  City  merchant,  who 
can  sign  a  cheque  for  £100  or  £1,000  without  turning 
a  hair,  or  whether  he  be  some  generous-hearted  and  some¬ 
times  rather  hard-pressed  workingman  who,  week  by  week, 
subscribes  his  penny  to  the  Hospital.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 
Everyone  of  these  men  is  as  worthy  of  the  thanks  of  the 
community  as  the  wealthy  man  who  can  give  largely. 
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I  am  glad  that  Col.  Lloyd,  in  his  opening  remarks, 
mentioned  the  fact  that  we  are  compelled  to  launch  a  great 
appeal  for  an  adequate  supply  of  radium  for  the  City  of 
Liverpool.  That  appeal  is  to  be  backed  by  the  names  of 
representatives  from  every  hospital  of  importance  in  the 
City,  because  it  is  not  the  intention  to  acquire  a  stock  of 
radium  for  the  use  of  the  staff  of  the  Cancer  Hospital 
alone,  but  it  is  purposed  to  acquire  for  the  City  such  a 
large  stock  of  radium  that  there  will  be  available  for  the 
use  of  every  hospital  in  the  City,  and  for  every  surgeon 
who  desires  to  use  it  for  the  benefit  of  his  patients,  a  supply 
of  this  invaluable  remedy.  (Applause.) 

It  is  a  somewhat  pathetic  fact  to  have  to  recognise 
that  England  has  lagged  so  much  behind  some  of  the  other 
countries  in  Europe  in  its  application  of  radium,  and  it  is 
deplorable  that,  amongst  all  the  cities  of  Great  Britain, 
Liverpool  is  lagging  so  far  behind  as  it  does.  (“  Hear, 
hear.”)  At  the  present  moment  I  believe  there  is  less 
than  £4,000  worth  of  radium  in  this  great  city,  either  held 
at  hospitals  or  in  private  hands.  Col.  Lloyd  has  told  us 
that  the  Liverpool  Cancer  and  Skin  Hospital  Radium  Com¬ 
mittee  has  authorised  the  further  expenditure  of  £3,000 
for  radium.  Well,  when  one  realises  that  radium  costs 
£12  for  one  sixty-fourth  of  a  grain,  and  that  the  sum 
of  £12  000  will  only  purchase  one  gramme,  which  is  the 
equivalent  of  fifteen  and  a  half  grains,  then  you  will  realise 
at  once  that,  if  we  are  going  to  supply  the  needs  of  Liver¬ 
pool  in  this  regard,  we  will  require  a  very  large  sum  of 
money  indeed.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 

Col.  Lloyd  has  also  mentioned  that  only  last  Friday 
two  gifts  were  announced  of  £12,000  each  to  the  London 
Hospital  for  the  purchase  of  radium.  Well,  I  do  hope 
that,  as  the  result  of  this  meeting,  even  before  our  big 
appeal  is  launched,  some  of  the  wealthy  citizens — because 
there  are  some  wealthy  citizens — in  Liverpool  will  gener¬ 
ously  come  forward  and  open  the  list  for  us  by  a  donation 
of  considerable  magnitude.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 

If  we  only  had  an  adequate  amount  of  radium  in 
Liverpool  it  would  mean,  for  the  sufferers  from  cancer,  new 
hope,  new  comfort,  the  mitigation  of  many  cases  of  suffer¬ 
ing,  the  prolongation  of  life  in  every  case,  and  undoubtedly, 
in  many  instances,  if  the  patient  came  early  into  this  treat¬ 
ment  which  should  be  applied — as  it  most  certainly  will  be 
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■ — on  the  lines  of  the  most  modern  technique,  we  could  un¬ 
doubtedly  guarantee  to  many  a  sufferer  from  cancer  a 
complete  and  permanent  cure.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 

There  are  some  surgeons  in  this  country  already  in 
London  who  are  writing  of  that  “  dread  scourge  of  woman¬ 
hood,  cancer  of  the  breast,”  and  they  say  they  can  see  a 
day  coming  when  the  terrible,  mutilating  operations  neces¬ 
sary  hitherto  for  the  cure  of  that  disease  will  be  abolished, 
and  when  radium,  in  that  regard,  will  take  the  place  of 
the  knife.  (Applause.)  That  may  be,  of  course,  an  im¬ 
possible  dream  in  every  case,  but  I  think  that  in  some 
cases  at  least  it  will  become  an  actuality;  and  with  all  the 
earnestness  in  my  power,  I  would  make  an  appeal  to  this 
meeting,  and  ask  them  to  use  all  the  influence  they  can 
to  stimulate  in  the  community  enthusiasm  for  this  radium 
scheme,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  remove,  from  the  great 
city  of  Liverpool,  the  reproach  under  which  it  is  at  pre¬ 
sent  living.  (“  Hear,  hear.”)  It  gives  me  very  much 
pleasure  to  move  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  every  donor 
and  subscriber  to  the  Liverpool  Hospital  for  Cancer  and 
Skin  Diseases.  (Loud  Applause.)

Mr.  W.  Gracie;  :  My  Lord  Mayor,  mv  Lady  Mayoress, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  beg  to  propose  a  very  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  and  I  think  a 
special  tribute  ought  to  be  paid  to  our  Matron.  (“  Hear, 
hear.”)

THE  RADIUM  APPEAR. 

HIS  LORDSHIP’S  PROMISE  OF  ASSISTANCE. 

CoLONKiy  Rroyd  :  Radies  and  gentlemen,  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  propose  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Rord  Mayor  for  presiding  over  us  to-day — (applause) — 
and  also  to  thank  the  Rady  Mayoress  for  attending  our 
meeting.  (“  Hear,  hear.”)  On  behalf  of  our  Committee 
I  should  like  to  extend  an  invitation  to  the  Rord  Mayor 
and  to  the  Rady  Mayoress  to  visit  our  Hospital  in  order 
to  see  the  work  we  are  doing.  (“  Hear,  hear.”)  Work 
in  connection  with  cancer,  as  I  think  you  all  know,  is  not 
only  actively  engaging  the  attention  of  the  City  of  River- 
pool,  but  it  is  also  engaging  the  attention  of  the  whole 
world,  and  I  think  that  if  the  Rord  Mayor  and  the  Rady 
Mayoress  would  visit  us  once  a  year,  it  would  help  us  with 
our  funds,  and  also  console  those  poor  creatures  whom  we 
have  got  in  our  institution.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 

I  am  sure  that  when  we  issue  our  appeal,  the  Rord 
Mayor  will  do  his  best  to  help  us  to  get  good  sums  of 
money  in.

The:  Rord  Mayor  :  My  Rady  Mayoress,  Col.  Rloyd, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  will  not  keep  you  for  more  than 
a  moment  or  two  while  I  express  to  you,  on  behalf  of  the 
Rady  Mayoress  and  myself,  our  warm  appreciation  of  your 
kind  vote  of  thanks,  and  of  what  you  are  doing  for  the 
community.  Neither  the  Rady  Mayoress  or  myself  are 
acquainted,  to  a  very  large  extent,  with  the  ravages  of 
cancer.  We  know  it  by  name  and  we  know,  of  course, 
that  it  is  a  very  fell  disease,  but  I  am  afraid  that  our 
knowledge  of  its  ravages  are  not  extensive  beyond  what  we 
see  everywhere.  But,  at  the  same  time,  on  behalf  of 
myself,  and  I  trust  on  behalf  of  the  Rady  Mayoress  also, 
I  think  I  can  promise  that,  if  you  will  forward  us  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  Hospital,  we  will  do  our  best 
to  accept  it.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 
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In  reference  to  a  meeting  at  the  Town  Hall,  I  will  be 
exceedingly  glad  to  arrange  for  that  if  you  will  let  me  know 
the  date  you  desire  to  fix  for  it,  and  if  my  engagements 
permit  it — and  I  have  many  engagements — I  will  be  happy 
to  preside  at  the  meeting,  if  you  will  allow  me  to  do  so, 
because  I  feel  that  the  matter  is  one  which  should  have 
the  very  warmest  support  and  assistance  of  the  citizens  of 
Liverpool  generally.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  quite  the 
thing  that  patients  from  Liverpool  should  have  to  go  to 
Manchester  and  London,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the 
necessity  for  that  will  speedily  come  to  an  end.  (Applause.) 


I  notice,  or  I  hear,  that  radium  costs  £12,000  a 
gramme,  and  that  only  fifteen  and  a  half  grains  go  to  the 
gramme.  Now,  £12,000  is  rather  a  large  amount  to 
raise — in  fact,  it  is  a  very  large  amount,  but  having  regard 
to  the  very  low  stock  of  radium  in  the  City,  if  we  can  only 
get  into  the  minds  of  the  mass  of  the  people  the  absolute 
necessity  for  it,  and  the  great  benefit  which  poor  sufferers 
from  cancer  would  gain  from  the  provision  of  radium,  then 
I  think,  and  I  hope,  that  the  citizens  of  Liverpool  will  rise 
to  the  occasion. 


I  heard  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  £1,000  had 
been  subscribed  towards  the  endowment  of  a  bed,  and  I 
also  heard  with  satisfaction  that  £3,000  or  £4,000  has 
been  set  aside  as  the  nucleus  for  the  provision  of  radium 
equipment,  at  any  rate  as  a  beginning.  If  you  do  not 
begin  a  thing  you  will  never  get  to  the  end — you  will  never 
progress,  and  although  at  present  you  have  only  got  some¬ 
thing  over  £3,000  out  of  the  £12,000  necessary  for  a 
gramme  of  radium,  well,  it  is  more  than  one  quarter  of 
the  £12,000.  It  is  certainly  a  start,  and  I  venture  t© 
think  it  is  an  encouraging  start.  (“  Hear,  hear/’) 


There  is  only,  at  the  present  time,  I  understand,  about 
£4,000  worth  of  radium  in  Liverpool,  but  again,  I  would 
point  out  that  that  is  one-third  of  the  amount  required  to 
purchase  a  gramme.  Again,  it  is  a  beginning.  I  cannot 
but  think  that  you  have  had  an  encouraging  beginning,  and 
that  you  will  get  on  with  your  scheme ;  and  I  trust  the  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  what  you  require,  or  at  any  rate 
a  large  proportion  of  it,  will  be  provided.  (“  Hear,  hear.”)

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There  is  one  thing  which,  I  think,  is  a  matter  for 
regret,  and  that  is  that  on  the  General  Fund  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  there  is  a  deficiency  of  over  £7,000.  Well,  that  is 
not  very  much,  but  at  the  same  time,  if  it  were  only  on 
the  other  side  as  an  asset,  it  would  be  rather  a  big  thing, 
and  what  an  advantage  it  would  be,  and  how  it  would  cheer 
our  hearts.  (“  Hear,  hear.”) 


Ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  most  sincerely,  on 
behalf  of  the  Lady  Mayoress  and  myself,  for  the  kind  way 
in  which  you  have  received  the  vote  of  thanks,  and  I  can 
only  hope  that  your  efforts  will  meet  with  a  full  measure  of 
success  in  the  future.  (Applause.)  That  concludes  the 
business,  ladies  and  gentlemen.
